ARMENIAN MORAL POWER

I am a privileged man. Of course, I am! So would you be 
if you too were to come across Armenians with ‘‘Moral 
Power’’. 

In my various travels on behalf of the Armenian Mission- 
ary Association of America, whose essential work I promote 
among our people, I meet Armenians in distant parts of this 

- immensely huge country who swell our pride in them. They 
have achieved successes. But above all, they continue to 
draw upon the strength of their cultural, moral and Chris- 
tian roots which inevitably makes them fruitful and benefi- 
cial persons. They stand as stalwarts of humanity; as living 
examples of Christian virtue. There are some churches in the 
United States, for instance, whose membership is sprinkled 
with the sweet flavor of Christians who have come out of the 
fiery furnace of martyrdom. They are strong witnesses to 
Christ. Some Armenians, about 200 according to my limited 
knowledge, who are pastors in non-Armenian churches in 
many parts of this country. Scores of churches have many 
Armenians in leadership in Church councils as elders and 
deacons; many more are vital church members. Their Chris- 
tian roots make them desirable elements in church and com- 
munity life. 

Travelling through distant Modesto, California, I came 
across Harry Kullijian. He is married to a wonderful Ameri- 
can wife and has established a Christian home for himself 
and his two children. A dealer in real estate and well known 
in the community, he was elected to City Councilmanship. 
Conversing with him during a visit to his home, | saw him as 
a calm but fiery man for Christ and country. He was afire 
with a reformation zeal, his anger having been aroused over 
plans for the showing of two blasphemous films in town, 
namely, ‘‘The Passover Plot’? and the ‘‘Many Faces of 
Jesus’’. Why was he angry? Why was he on a moral war 
path? | should like to have him tell his story. 


“‘T reside in the City of Modesto, population approxi- 
mately 100,000, inStanislaus County in California some 
90 miles East of San Francisco. My parents (deceased), 
were Armenians. I have two children: John, 27 and 
Missie, 21 and a grandchild, 4. My wife, Geraldine, has 
been a cherished mother for the past 35 years. Recently, 
the most exciting event of my Christian life occurred. As 
a City Councilman I heard and resented the news that 
two blasphemous films were to be shown in all the city 
theaters. The films in question were, ‘The Passover 
Plot’ and the ‘Many Faces of Jesus’. I wrote to all the 
theater owners requesting that they do not show the pro- 
fane and irreverent films. The result catapulted my let- 
ter into a moral and religious issue, resounding through- 
out the community. Thousands joined the chorus of 
indignation against the films and acclaimed a Christian 
politician who stood for Christ.’’ 

“‘J should like to share several thoughts with you,’’ he 
wrote to me since I had shown serious interest in his sincere 
crusade. His term as Councilman was to expire, but he was 
not at all concerned as to whether his stand would hurt his 
election. He continued his story: 


Moral “‘powerist”’ Kullijian 


“‘The Holy Spirit moved a City. I realized I was alone 
but with many. The effort was neither organized nor 
continual. As you are aware, the entire field of the 
Media through films, television, books, magazines send 
Out pornography and obscenity by the billions of dol- 
lars—$2 billion annually. My search Ied me to New 
York where a group of dedicated individuals had form- 
ed an organization called ‘Morality in Media’ 5 years 
earlier to get people in communities to speak out in an 
Organized way. Today, we are forming ‘Morality in 
Media’ of California. I have come to realize the full im- 
pact of my Armenian heritage. Its existence manifests 
in many ways, yet is almost indefinable. To believe in 
that which is good, with determination, independence 
and conviction and to act in the same manner emanates 
from strong parental heritage. | thank God for mine. 
The task at hand is just beginning. The road will be dif- 
ficult. Praise the Lord, it will be successful.”’ 


Miraculously, his crusade, far from defeat, gave him a re- 
sounding victory when he was re-clected to the City Council 
in April. We applaud Mr. Kullijian’s stand for morality in 
media. He needs the prayers of the faithful so that his 
courageous stand will bring fruits. 

Mr. Kullijian’s stand, however, should not just receive 
our lukewarm or tacit approval. As committed Christians 
we need to rise up and take a stand if our families, churches, 
communities and nation will be spared the onslaughts of sin. 
The reason we often fail to stand and be counted is because 
we ourselves have shortcomings which turn us weak-kneed. 
But it is because of those very shortcomings that we must 
develop bravery to use our opportunities for reformation. 
‘‘For,’’ as Paul the Apostle exhorts Timothy, ‘‘God hath 
not given us the spirit of fear; but of power, and of love, and 
of a sound mind. Be not thou therefore ashamed of the 
testimony of our Lord... but be thou partaker of the afflic- 
tions of the Gospel according to the power of God.”’ dl 
Tim. 1:7-8) 

Let us pray for our role in the elevation of Christ to His 
seat of honor. That will be a major contribution of Arme- 
nians to this America whose roots are indeed in that very 
Christ-centered tradition which has given all that is of the 
greatest value to the country. 

Armenian Moral Power can be our greatest contribution 
to America!

“It is a great pleasure and privilege 
to me to speak from this altar to ex- 
press my gratitude and thankfulness to 
God and to all those who shared our 
difficult days to save the life of my son, 
Serop. We thank you all for your 
prayers and financial assistance. 

A year ago. my son began to feel 
weak and began to lose weight. Many 
consultations with doctors could not 
diagnose the real cause of his illness. 
With every passing day his situation 
got worse, to the extent that he started 
losing his vision. We were advised by 
his doctor to take him to Europe or to 
the United States without delay for a 
kidney transplant. To be able to do so 
we had very limited means. 

As 1am a good believer in the power 
of prayer, we prayed, our friends 
prayed, pastors prayed in several chur- 
ches, and we waited hopefully. There is 
one danger in praying—we usually 
pray and expect a positive answer im- 
mediately and as we want the answer 
we forget that our way is not that of 
God’s. 

I was sure that God would do some- 
thing for my son. It is usually accepted 
that miracles belong to the time of

MRS. VARTOUHIE MINASSIAN 


Mrs. Chopourian and I were privi- 
leged to visit this humble lady who 
sponsors childrens’ education. 


Mrs. Vartouhie Minassian 


Mrs. Minassian lost her husband on 
April 4, 1968. In his loving memory, 
she founded an Endowment Fund and 
has been adding to it year by year. In 
addition, she continues her support of 
the Youth Home in Istanbul on an an- 
nual basis. Further, she makes general 
contributions. I wondered why she was 
doing all that and asked her the ques- 
tion frankly. Vartouhie is a ‘‘pants 
finisher’? and works eight hours a day. 
She wakes up at 5:00 a.m., takes the 
bus at 6:30 a.m. and changes three 
buses to get to her place of work— 
Hughes and Hatcher in Detroit. She 
pushes the needle eight hours a day. 

“You are not a rich person and you 
don’t have a very high-paying employ- 
ment,”’ I asked her. ‘‘Why do you pro- 
vide so very generously for the present 
and the future of people you do not 
know?”’ 

Her reply was very simple but quite a 
shocker. 

‘*Because,’’ she replied so genuinely, 
**T love Jesus.”’ 


Further conversation revealed that 
her stewardship was based on the scrip- 
tural teachings which had structured 
her life, and she quoted from scripture: 
““If you have done it unto the least of 
these my brethren, you have done it 
unto me’’ and also from a hymn: “‘I 
gave my life for thee, what have you 
given to me?”’

DR. AZNIVE (AGNES) ISRAELIAN 


To meet her is to admire her. 

Mrs. Chopourian and I met Dr. Is- 
raelian in her mansion in Belmont, 
Mass. Her account revealed to us un- 
der her humble guise, a lady of deter- 
mination and wholesome ambition. 
These two combined to make her one 
of the foremost female medical doctors. 

Aznive was born in Aintab in De- 
cember 1884. She graduated from the 
Girl’s Seminary in Aintab in 1900, 
taught in Hasan Beyley’s Kristosasi- 
ratz where actually she started a school 
for about 40 children and taught for a 
year. She proceeded on to Euphrates 
College, where she completed the three 
year course in two, graduating in 1903 
with the highest grade and acting as the 
Valedictorian for the graduating class. 
She returned to Aintab and taught for 
5 years at the Girl’s Seminary from 
where she had graduated. But, all 
along, she had one specific goal—to 
become a medical doctor. So, in 1910 
she came to the U.S. with a view to ful- 
filling her life ambition, but she didn’t 
start on it right away. She worked at 
humble jobs and served for 6 years and 
finally sent all that she had saved in 
those six years back to the old country 
to help those exposed to the disaster of 
1915. By consistence and perseverance 
she entered Tufts University in 1916, 
graduated from the Medical School in 
1919 and interned for two years. For 50

years, namely, 1921-1971, she practic- 
ed at 18 Huntington Ave., Boston as a 
Dermatologist and General Practition- 
er and served all humanity. 

I asked Dr. Israelian to sum up her 
philosophy of life and she said: ‘‘to 
honor God and edify humanity.”’ 

Her Christian understanding of life 
was most inspiring. She testified that 
she felt the leading of God’s hand in 
everything all the time. She continued: 
“I had a single-minded purpose to be- 
come a doctor. In 1916 I received a let- 
ter that brought great suffering upon 
me, for I was informed in that letter 
that my parents had been sent to Der 
Zor and had been killed. ‘Dear Lord,’ I 
prayed, ‘if you were in my place, what 
would you have done?’ The answer 
came vividly: ‘let them see your success 
on earth and glorify your Heavenly 
Father in Heaven.’ I said to myself, 
‘Lord, I give myself to you that you 
may use me. Hold my hands. Take care 
of me. I will never leave you. After that 
I knew I was the child of God.’”’ 

Emotionally stirred, I ended my visit 
to the Israelian home with a prayer in 
which I thanked God for the blessing 
that Aznive had become to all humani- 
ty—to her relatives, to our Armenian 
people, as well as to non-Armenians.

DR. MUGAR RETIRES 


The Rev. Dr. Youhanna Mugar, pas- 
tor of the Armenian Congregational 
Church, of Haverhill, for the past 
18 years, retired in June, 1977.

During the first 10 years of his minis- 
try here, Dr. Mugar commuted from 
his home in Watertown. 

‘During my 18 years here, I have en- 
joyed serving my parishioners,’’ Dr.

Bos- 
ton, before coming to Haverhill. 

Dr. Mugar is married to the former 
Turkey, and 
they have three children, Mrs. David 
Bynum, Mrs. Joyce Armen Mesrobian 
and Haig Jyson Mugar, along with 
four grandchildren. 

For four years, Dr. Mugar taught 
the Armenian language at Harvard 
University, Cambridge, and was a re- 
gular speaker for nine years on Bob 
Hagopian’s ‘‘Armenian Radio Hour’’ 
in Boston.

BOOK REVIEW 

Calian, Carnegie Samuel 

TODAY’S PASTOR IN TOMOR~— 
ROW’S WORLD. Hawthorne Books 
Inc. N.Y. 153 pages. $6.95

The author reflects on his 20 years 
experience: as a minister emphasizing 
changes in society and the related 
changes in the expectations of the laity. 
His discussions of future trends in 
ministry are based on present social 
issues confronting most clergy. 

Various models of ministry are re- 
flected upon. The most practical and 
innovative model is that of the 
“‘preacher teacher.’’ ‘‘The laity as a 
whole, are suffering from respectful 
boredom with most of today’s 
preaching.’’ The solution recommen- 
ed is the integration of other styles of 
ministry such as a rotational program 
where a pastor from one parish would 
preach in others on a regular preaching 
schedule of exchanges within a com- 
munity. ‘‘Local ministerians will be 
alive overnight where the pastors are 
engaged in meaningful cooperation of 
this kind throughout the year.”’ 

Women in the ministry is a matter of 
conscience for various denominations. 
“It is my conviction that women 
should be ordained.’’ The emergence 
of female counterparts to male pastors 
is seen as a possible threat ‘especially 
if Opportunities are limited. In the 
immediate future, female pastors will 
be frustrated. After a period of tran- 
sition, the church of the future will 
reflect its constituents. The rise in the 
number of clergy couples is also seen. 

“If we are to meet the needs of the 
whole person within our complex 

society, it will become necessary for 
professionals to extend beyond their 
respective descriptives and work 
together.’? Although the current 
trends in the ministry are to engage in 
all forms of counseling, psychology, 
sociology, administration, etc., the 
need to return to the task of being grass 


roots theologians is emphasized. The 
author visualizes a close woven net- 
work of professionals helping the 
development of man _ spiritually, 
morally, physically, mentally and in 
any other way to enhance his survival. 

The author’s style of writing enhan- 
ces better understanding of concepts. 
Examples of concepts are given and 
elaborations provided for better com- 
prehension. References are provided 
for further reading. It is recommended 
for all interested in the present practi- 
cal aspects of religious practices and 
the future trends.

ARSHA’S WORLD AND YOURS 
By Arsha Louise Armaghanian 


In 1915 Arsha, an Armenian school 
girl, lived with her family in the peace- 
ful town of Ada Bazaar, on the out- 
skirt of Istanbul, Turkey. Her happy 
home life was suddenly disrupted by 
World War I when the Turkish govern- 
ment ordered all Armenians out of 
their homes and into the interior of 
Turkey. 

Arsha’s family was able to flee to a 
small Turkoman village in Anatolia, 
until another tragedy struck. The story 


of Arsha and her family’s courage is 
told with great poignancy. 

The greater portion of her book is 
about her 50 years in America, where 
she has found inspiration through her 
education, family life, friendships 
through her activities in church and 
community affairs, and in involvement 
in organizations. 

She relates many anecdotes, mostly 
paradoxical. In Arsha’s World, she 
aims to inform as well as to amuse. 
Here is a story of an unusual, dedicat- 
ed, and strong American, but of an 
Armenian also.
